A represents the roll of fibrous material 
or paper which is drawn from the roll in 
the form of a sheet, a, the latter passing 
over a series of rolls, 44’, into the bath B, 
around a frame, C, therein, against and 
around guides, ¢, above the bath, and thence 
to and around the delivery roller D, which 
is hung from the frame E by arms, d, this 
roll serving to guide the paper onto the

Now, to come to the method of pip- 
ing, with its details and supports.

In many places the result of irregular lines 
of pipe not large enough to supply the en 
gine is that the initial boiler pressure is 
not maintained at the engine by 10 or 15 
per cent., and when there is great trouble 
with water going over to the cylinders it 
is traceable to the small size of the pipe 
causing excessive velocity of steam.

Soda from Strontium Salts. 


A process for producing strontium 
carbonate from strontium sulphate by treat- 
ing it with magnesium carbonate in the 
presence of water or water holding in solu- 
tion carbon dioxide or an alkaline salt is so 
conducted that a continual regeneration of 
the reagents is effected. 

The advantages of the process are obvi- 
ous. The continual regeneration and util- 
ization of reagents avoids the introduction 
of extraneous impurities and obviates ex- 
cessive waste.

The strontium 
carbonate is precipitated and the sodium 
and magnesium salts remain in solution 
and may be separated from the precipitated 
strontium carbonate by siphoning, decant- 
ing or filtering, and by careful washing all 
or nearly all of the sodium and magnesium 
salts may be removed. 

The solution which contains the magne- 
sium and sodium salts is then brought to 
saturation by evaporation. The next step 
in the process is to precipitate the sodium 
as sulphate and hold the magnesium in so- 
lution aschloride. This may be either done 
by the cold or humid method.

The magnesium can 
be recovered from the chloride by evaporat 
ing to dryness and heating in the presence 
of steam or can be precipitated with quick 


lime, such reaction being well known. 


The magnesium oxide or hydrate is con 
verted into carbonate by steam and car 
bonic acid gas or by carbonic acid gas 
alone, according to the usual methods. The 
carbonating is preferably done in the pres 
ence of moisture and at ordinary tempera 
ture, at least at the end of the reaction, so 
that some acid magnesium carbonate will 
be formed. Caustic potassa may be made 
in a similar manner. 

It is obvious that the strontium hydrate 
may be used in the manufacture of other 
alkaline hydrates, such as potassium hy. 
drate. Where applied to potassium hydrate 
the precipitation of the potassium sulphate 
is best effected by heating under pressure 
produced by steam, a well-known reaction.

Valuation of Commercial Indigo.

In several articles on indigo, among 
them one in rue Jour- 
NAL, we note casual references to the com- 
mercial testing of indigo, but fail to find 
any mention of the sublimation test. This 
test is fully as accurate as those mentioned

and possesses several advantages over them 
in simplicity, length of time required for its 
execution and freedom from sources of error 
due to inexperience, &c. We therefore give 
its details for the benefit of those who may 
be unfamiliar with it. 

The sample is prepared as in the other 
tests, viz., by being powdered sufficiently 
fine to pass through a sieve having forty 
meshes to the inch, about an ounce of this 
thoroughly mixed powder being taken for 
the working sample. 

About 0.2000 grams are then weighed off 
into a combustion boat, previously ignited, 
cooled and weighed, the gross weight being 
noted. The boat may be either of platinum 
or porcelain (platinum boats being more 
convenient, however) and should be about 
246 inches long, one-half an inch wide, and 
one-quarter of an inch deep, having a flat 
bottom. To conduct the sublimation the 
boat with its contents is heated very grad- 
ually on a clean iron plate until the purple 
vapors of indigotin begin to come off. At 
this point the rise in temperature should be 
checked and the heat kept constant until 
near the completion of the process, when 
it may be increased a very little to insure 
of the indigotin.

If the amount of ash in the sample is also 
desired it may be obtained by gently ignit- 
ing the residue from the sublimation over a 
naked flame, care being taken to avoid the 
loss of small particles by the draught from 
the flame. The ignition should be continued 
until the residue is nearly white, the weight 
of it being found, of course, by subtracting 
the original weight of the boat from this 
last gross weight. 

We have used this process constantly and 
have found it very convenient and _ trust- 
worthy, duplicate analyses agreeing to 0.15 
per cent. or less of indigotin.

The devices herewith illustrated are 
intended to provide a new and convenient 
method of shifting the breast roll when the 
wire is to be changed. This is done by 
locating the breast roll on the back side of 
the shake posts; that is to say, on the side 
facing the couch rolls. The journals B of 
the breast roll are supported by bearing 
boxes, B’, resting upon the brackets B*. The 
boxes are detachably secured to the brack- 
ets by bolts, B’, passing through lugs, B*, 
one on the box and one on the bracket. 
The brackets are vertically adjustable upon 
the shake posts, being secured thereto by 
a nut and bolt, B*, in the slot B® and resting 
upon the adjusting screw B', rotary in the 
screw threaded lug B*. 

A frame, C, is erected from the floor on 
each side of the machine substantially in 
line with the shake posts, each frame com- 


boxes are removed from the brackets, which 
allows the journals to be lowered upon the 
brackets. The roll is then rolled back until 
the journals rest upon the detachable cross- 
bars C*. Sufficient slack is thus given the 
wire, as shown by the dotted lines in Figure 
1, to permit the roll frame C* and rolls to be 
placed on the fixed crossbars C* between 
the wire and the breast roll in the position 
shown in Figs. 1 and 2. The detachable 
crossbars are then removed and the roll 
lowered upon the rolls C®, as shown in Fig. 
2, after which the breast roll is drawn out 
upon the portable roll frame C’, having the 
rolls C*, as indicated by dotted lines in Fig. 
2. The rolls C’ and frame Cé are then re- 
moved from the fixed crossbars C’, leaving 
the wire free to berolled up and taken away. 
The machine can then be supplied with a 
new wire by placing the latter in the posi- 
tion indicated by the dotted lines in Fig. 
1, inserting the rolls and frame C* within 


removed from or inserted in the slackened 
wire by lifting itin and out ; but the use of 
a detachable track or way is preferred, such 
as the frame C*and rolls C, inserted be- 
tween the breast roll and wire, upon which 
the roll can be moved out of and into the 
belt, as described. 

The portable way, consisting of the frame 
C’ and rolls C*, affords a convenient support 
for the breast roll after the latter is with- 
drawn from the wire; but any form of sup- 
port may be provided, or the roll may be 
supported by attendants while the wire is 
changed.

ALTHOUGH the exports of American 
paper to Salvador are very small, there 
is yet a possibility that they may in- 
crease. For the benefit of those who 
ship or may hereafter export paper to 
Salvador, we desire to say that the 
State Department has issued a notifica- 
tion that invoices of goods destined 
for that country must distinctly name 
each article which has a different 
wholesale price. In default of this the 
customs officials of Salvador will either 
suspend the registry of the invoice or 
they will exact an extra charge of 10 
per cent. on the appraisal of goods not 
properly specified. 





INASMUCH as the preliminaries to ar- 
ranging for a treaty of commercial reci- 
procity between Mexico and the United 
States have been provided for, and as a 
commissioner from the adjacent repub- 
lic is soon to visit this country for the 
purpose of conducting the negotiations 
and arranging the details, would it not 
be well for the representative organiza- 
tions of the paper and stationery trades 
to bestir themselves and see that their 
interests shall be duly considered?

THE new copyright law has been 
taken advantage of by several authors, 
and various publications under its 
provisions are announced. The ex- 
pected has also happened, for works by 
British writers, copyrighted here and 
in the United Kingdom, but printed in 
this country on American paper, have 
been put on salein London. Strange 
to say, the chief burden of complaint 
by the English journals as to these 
works is the spelling, in which the 
American style is naturally followed, 
none of the fault finders seeming to 
take note of the fact that the paper 
makers, printers and publishers of the 
United Kingdom have been cut out of 
the profits which it is natural to sup- 
pose they would have expected. The 
President of the British Board of Trade 
may continue to think that this is too 
inconsequent a matter to bring to the 
attention of Parliament, and others may 
agree with him that the time has not 
come to adopt a policy which will pre- 
vent injury to British interests ; but it 
is doubtful if those more immediately 
affected will view the thing in the same 
light. The beginning has been made 
and there is no telling to what lengths 
this competition will go. Should it 
prove persistent and powerful we shall 


| feel sorry for our friends on the other 


side, although we shall not worry, be- 
cause their loss has become our gain. 








EXPORTS from the port ef New York 
during the past two weeks have shown 
an important increase, and these, of 
course, are a good index of our ship- 
ments abroad from other points 
throughout the country. During the 
week ended September 15 the value of 
the exports of general merchandise at 
this port was $7,447,608, a very evident 


| gain over the returns for the preceding 


weeks during the summer months. 
Still more important is theimprovement 
noted during the week ended September 
22, when the export values amounted 
to $10,551,984, showing an increase for 
the week of $3,104,376. As to the char- 
acter of the shipments a glance at the 
items and points for which they were 
destined shows that they have been well 
distributed, almost every country having 
increased its orders. The great staples 
of course figure heavily, but manufac- | 
tures and general lines make a satisfac- 
tory showing. In the paper and station-, 
ery line there is a marked increase over 
last week—greater in proportion to the 
total increase. Fu. example, the exports 
of paper, books and stationery for the 
week ended September 15 were valued 
at $25,622, while the shipments for the 
week ended on Tuesday last reached a 
total of $66,666. If this figure could be 
maintained throughout the year, with- 
out any advance upon the figures of the 
past week, the increase would be re- 
markable. Yet it is within the possi- 
bilities, and they who take advantage 
of their opportunities will secure the 


gain.

Parchment Paper. 


This paper, which has an extraordi- 
nary resemblance to animal parchment, is 
made by the action of sulphuric acid or 
zinc chloride on cellulose. 

These reagents have the property of 


converting cellulose into hydro-cellulose, as 


was found by Girard in 1876. In its manu 


facture the surface of the paper is con- 
verted into a horny mass of hydro-cellulose 
by allowing the reaction to go on just 


long enough to alter the surface of the 
fibres, and then stopping it; if the reagents 
be allowed to act for too long a time the 
hydro-cellulose first formed will be con 
verted into substances soluble in water of 
the nature of sugar. The paper used is 
generally made from cotton or linen rag, is 
unsized and free from loading. 

According to experiments by Professor 
Liidicke (Ding. Pol. Journ., vol. 220, page 
381), paper after being parchmentized has 
three to four times the strength that it had 
before, the specific gravity is increased 
from 32 to 42 per cent., while the thickness 
diminishes from 34 to 37 per cent. 

Whether the paper is parchmentized by 
sulphuric acid or chloride of zinc, the 
strength and temperature of the solutions 
and the time for which they are allowed to 
work on the paper are of the greatest im- 
portance. When strong English sulphuric 
acid is used, an acid of about 142° Twaddel 


is recommended, with a temperature not ex- | 


ceeding 10° centigrade; the length of the 


time that the paper should be allowed to | 


remain in such a bath depends on its thick- 
ness, being usually from three to twelve 
seconds. The zinc chloride solution can be 
used according to its temperature of from 
50° to 100° centigrade. 


After immersion, in order to prevent the | 


further decomposition referred to before, 
the acid or zinc chloride is washed out in 


suitable baths with water, and the last | 
traces if necessary neutralized by a little 


ammonia water. We would refer those who 


wish for further information about the ma- | 


chinery, &c., to the patents of R. Frisch, 
of Prague (D. R. P., No. 29,395) for the use 
of sulphuric acid, and to the patent of 
Daniel Felton, Manchester (D. R. P., 3,467) 
and of E. Savory, of Wilmington, Del., 
U. S. A., for the use of zinc chloride. 

In addition to the real parchment paper, 


the whole surface of which is changed into | 
hydro-cellulose, there are a large number 


of different methods of manufacturing imi- 
tation parchment papers. 
imitations by the use of sulphuric acid or 
zinc chloride in the engine, the fibres are 
more or less converted into hydro-cellulose, 


In some of these 


while in other instances the external ap- 
pearance, such as the handle and translu- 
cency, are only imitated. We give some of 
the recipes for making such imitation 
parchment taken from the Papier Zeitung, 
which, perhaps, may be of interest: 

1.—60 per cent. sulphite wood, 25 per 
cent. soda wood, 15 per cent. mechanical 
wood. Five and one-half pounds size to 
514 pounds aluminium sulphate to the 100 
pounds of dry paper. 

2.—100 per cent. sulphite 
pounds size and 5 pounds aluminium sul- 
phate to the 100 pounds of drypaper. (This 
is the usual imitation.) 

8.—-100 per cent. sulphite wood, second 
quality. Two litres of sulphuric acid 
diluted with water, added in the engine.

7.—70 per cent. sulphite wood, 30 per 
cent.straw. One and three-quarter pounds 


to 100 pounds dry 


size and 14g pounds aluminium sulphate to 


100 pounds of dry paper. 

8.—100 per cent. sulphite wood. Two 
and one-half pounds size and 24¢ pounds 
aluminium sulphate and 1 pound stearine 
to 100 pounds of dry paper. 

In all cases a great deal will depend on 
the beating of the stuff in the engine.— 
Paper Trade Review.

New Process for Bleaching Jute. 





Jute is, commonly known, a_ very | 


cheap fibrous substance. Its use in textile 
industries is very extensive and is always 
increasing ; in a corresponding proportion 
also does the quantity of old jute increase 
capable of being used in the manufacture 
of paper. Up to now it has only been suc 
cessful in a very confined sense to employ 
jute in the making of fine cloths, because 


the treatment of jute by chemical force has 


encountered a very serious obstacle in the 
extreme difficulty of bleaching thoroughly. | 
Every method tried up to the present 
time for bleaching jute has been so costly 
that its application is hardly economical, 
still 


and this in many cases is reduced 


less, owing to the excessive loss and ex- 
pense in bleaching agents. On account of 
this difficulty in bleaching jute, enormous 


quantities of jute wastes, which become 


disposable yearly, cannot be employed in 
paper making, except for the making of 
ordinary brown papers. In the most ad- 
vantageous cases jute waste can only be 
used to make papers of a yellow or darker 
color, and of quite a medium quality. In 
the well-known work of Hoffman and | 
Muller, the authors speak of the great 
difficulty of bleaching jute, and on this ac- 
count recommend it not to be used in the 
manufacture of white paper. Messrs. Ley- 
ham and Josefsthal are now able to bleach 
jute perfectly white after a new, simple 
and cheap process, and one which can be 
very easily employed in any paper mill. 

Jute fibre not only loses by this method 
small quantities of its original strength and 
weight, but gains much in flexibility and 
elasticity, so that paper made by this proc- 
ess possesses a great firmness and pre- 
sents a very energetic resistance, not only 
to tearing, but also to rumpling and creas- 
ing. 

Let us first remark that the jute can be 
treated after this new process in any state, 
whether it be raw or boiled, in the form of | 








The jute is first treated by chlorine gas or 
bleaching liquor, in order to decompose the 
color of the jute, very difficult to bleach, | 
which up to this period is of an orange 
shade ; after having washed out the acids, | 
&c., which are formed during this process 
the jute is put into a bath containing an 
alkaline solution, hot or cold, diluted, such 
as caustic soda, potash, ammonia or quick 
lime, &c., or in a mixture of these sub- 
stances, which changes the greater part of 
the color of the jute, already altered by 
the chlorine gas or bleaching powder into 
a condition easily soluble in water, and 
capable of being removed by being well 
washed with water. After this washing, 
jute has the property of being bleached as 
easily as any other vegetable fibre, in the 
ordinary way, by means of bleaching 
powder, &c., and an excellent fibre is ob- 
tained, which can be used very advanta- 
geously in paper making. 

Here are the figures of actual working 
operations: Two cwt. of jute are cut and 
treated with 15 per cent. (or say 34 pounds) 
of quicklime or more during ten hours 
under a pressure of 20 to 30 pounds. The 
stuff is then freed of water by a press and 
then saturated with chlorine gas in a cham- 
ber during twelve or twenty-four hours, or 
less time, according to requirements. It 
would require for 2 cwt. jute about 150 
pounds hydrochloric acid of 20° Baumé, and 
40 pounds of 78 to 80 per cent. peroxide 
of manganese. The jute then takes an 
orange color, and is washed in a tank with 
from half a pound to 2 pounds of caustic 
soda to every cwt. of jute. This small 
quantity of alkali is sufficient to change the 
color of the jute and to make it soluble 
in water. After clearing this away by 
washing, the jute can then be perfectly 
bleached with 5 to 7 per cent. of bleaching 
powder. 

This is in all probability a very safe 
method of bleaching jute, but there is a 
more simple and perfectly efficacious proc- 
ess than this, which we believe is at 
present very little known. The gas bleach- 

ing is quite unnecessary and is objectionable 
for many reasons. One main and weighty 
objection consists in the absence in our 
mills of gas bleaching chambers ; another 
lies in the expensive form of using man. 
ganese oxide without perfect appliances for 
its recovery. We have devoted much at- 
tention to the preparation of perfectly

The fibrous material known to the 


trade under the name of asbestos com- 


prises at least two distinct species of min- 


erals, one of which, a variety of hornblende, 
is properly called asbestos, the other is 
chrysotile, a variety of serpentine, and may 
be readily distinguished from asbestos by 
heated

tube. Both asbestos 
found in regions of altered crystalline rocks. 
The former occurs with metamorphic rocks | 
rich in hornblende, while the latter is found | 
in distinct veins penetrating masses of ser- 
pentine, which have resulted generally from | 
the alteration of eruptive rocks rich in 
olivine. It is customary, however, in trade 
circles to include both varieties under the 


name of asbestos. 

Asbestos is found in the United Statesina 
comparatively narrow belt of metamorphic 
rocks, extending along the Piedmont region, 
or eastern slope of the Appalachian Moun- 
tains, from New York through Pennsylva- 
nia, Maryland, Virginia, North Carolinaand 
South Carolina into Georgia. It is inferior 
in quality to the best that is mined in Italy 
or Canada. Its fibres are comparatively 
short and somewhat spindle shaped, with 
occasional cross fractures, which not only 
render it brittle but diminish its tensile 
strength. Asbestos is also found in consid- 
erable quantities in California and Wyo- 
ming, but this also lacks the essential qyal 
ity of strength of fibre.

Asbestos is used in the manufacture of 
fireproof paints, roofing, piston packing, 
felt packing, fireproof cements, sheet and 
roll mill boards, flooring and for a covering 
for steam pipes and boilers. It is largely 
used in lining for fireproof safes, and is also 
made into yarn, cloth and paper. Non- 
consuming lamp wicks and fireproof drop 
curtains for theatres are now being made 
of this material. Some demand has also 
been created for its use in the manufacture 
of insulators for electric wires. The fibre 
of the American asbestos is more brittle 
and harsh than the imported and not so 
well adapted tothe manufacture of spun 
and woven goods. It is said, however, to 
stand a greater degree of heat than the 
Canadian or foreign material, and is more 
suitable for the manufacture of fireproof 
cement and paint, for which the length of 


fibre is not essential.
